It is hard to convey to ihoSe out- 
side tho United Starts the intense 
and often cmotiomil interest Ameri- 
cans hove taken in the Bukko case, 
ns the first test of the legality of 
“ affirmative action ” in the 
nation’s highest court, because no 
other countiy has a similar policy 
for overcoming the effects of past 
racial discrimination. 

Affirmative net ion menus taking 
positive stops to help the progress 
nf blacks and other racial minorities 
and women in education ami em- 
ployment. fit practice it has many 
forms. One extreme i« to reserve 
it quota of places or jobs for iiiuiun- 
ilcs who would not otherwise be 


qualified to get them. This was 
i lie type of programme operated inr 
tiie University of California’s Davis 
Medical School, which twice rejec- 
ted Allan Bakke while accepting 
16 black, Hispanic and Asian stud- 
ents with considerably lower grades 
and test scores, through a “ special 
admissions programme ” 

By a S-4 majority the Supreme 
Court struck down tlie Davis 
procedure and ordered Mr Bakke’s 
nd mission, on the grounds that it 
violated his civil rights by rigidly 
excluding him as a white matt from 
the special admissions programme. 

But tho court made clear that the 
University of California and, by 
extension, any educational or com- 
mercial organization, can continue 
to help minorities by taking race 
into account when allocating places 
us long ns none is awarded’ on the 
basis of race alone. 

The general opinion of legal 
experts is that nil but a handful 
of the thousands of existing affirma- 
tive action programmes will survive 
the Bnkke decision, because they 
are either more flexible than the 
Davis procedure or set up to 
counteract identifiable patterns of 
past prejudice. To that extent sup- 
porters of affirmative action— Who 
include the Carter Administration . 
and most of the educational com- 
munity-are 1 relieved by the 
decision. 

tfyoh so, the Supreme Court 
dodged the fundamental issue of 
whether reverse discrimination Is 
constitutional. Four of the five 
judges who upheld Bakke did so on, 
the-basis of the Civil Bights Act of 
1964, a specific piece of legislation 
width covered this CRse, but would 
not' necessarily cover examples of 
affirmative action In some private 
institutions or hi other fields. A 
scrips of decisions in the immediate 
vyaka '■ of the Bakko case have up- 
held affirmative action in matters 
of Employment and training. 

Hpwever, leaders of America’s 
liberal and civil rights organisations, 
such as tho National Association for 
tho ■ Advancement of Coloured 
People and Americans for Demo- 
cratic Action, are Worried because 
supoovt for affirmative action from 
the. general public and from local 
an d,j national politicians seems' to be

London goes ahead with £7 grants 




Grants of up to E7 a week will be 
paid by die Inner London Education 
Authority from September to 16 to 
18-y ear- olds who stay in full-time 
education. The scheme — “ You stay. 
We pay ” — will be introduced before 
the Government’s proposed scheme 
which la very similar. Shefield has 
diready announced its own version. 

At the moment, Mrs Shirley Wil- 
liams, rlie Education Secretary, is 
discussing her plan with local autho- 
rities and within the Cabinet.

— As one of tho people respon- 
sible for initiating the preparatory 
UFd course uimed at enabling 
more West Indians to enter teacher 
training, I agree with nearly every- 
thing that Mr George snys in his 
latter I June 23 "Training: racial 
Lime bomb?'*). If we were offering a 
one year course of teacher training 
to unqualified people we would 
desorve every stricture ho makes. 
However, clearly, no institution 
would be allowed to do such a 
thing, even if it were foolish 
unnitgh to wish to do so. 

Thu truth is the exact reverse. 
Tiie proparuiory BEd course being 
ni (mured by City und Fast Loudon 
College und the Polytechnic of 
North London’s department of 
teaching studies entails a prelim- 
inary additional year's study for 
people without the normal' exami- 
nation qualifications who wish to 
outer teacher training courses. If 
students complete tho preparatory 
year successfully, they will enter a 
three your toucher training course 
Icudiug to nil tumours degree. 
Their mini period of preparation 
for reacliing will thus take up tu 
fivu years. In their BEd courses 
they will, of course, have to attain 
the shiiic standards as other stu- 
dents. 

The prenunuory course has been 
formulated in consultation with tho 
Curibbeun Touchers Association, 
whose representatives on the steer- 
ing committee which formulated 
the course slimed our concern that 
there should bo no lowering of 
standards of entry do the BF.d 
course ; nor in those entering the 
teaching profession. 

Tho course arose in tho context 
of widusnretul anxiety nbout the 
under-achievement of West Indian 
children in schools. We felt that if

The increased incidence of “ disruptive- 
ness ” is a phenomenon usually linked to 
.RSLA, to the advent of comprehensive 
schooling, or both. How can we effectively 
educate and socialize those who cannot 
or will not accept, with good grace, the 
traditional tasks of schools? 

Two approaches have beeri- tried. 
According to conventional practice, child' 
ren manifestly “different” are isolated 
from their “ normal ” peers. However, 
special schools for the maladjusted are 
seemingly unable to cope with the 
increased demands for their services. 

Further, increasing the number of spe- 
cial schools would require massive spend- 
■ ing on promises and staff. The total isola-

When an answer Ib finally 
offered, th e teacher should pay 
more attention to the method by 
which it Is readied than Its correct- 
ness, for it ls in such a discussion 
that real learning can take place. 
It is, In passing, interesting that 
hi calculations performed mentally, 
people very seldom use die algo- 
rithms taught them for pencil and 
paper work in the classroom. 

The piuhlem of reducing the stu- 
dent's concern about producing an 
answer is considerable and it may 
be thni rhe teacher must be tlio 
receiving and verifying agent. The 
practice of letting students have the 
nn Rivers Is sensible, and using rho 
answer in correct otto's thinking 
should not be regarded os “cheiit- 
Ing ”. 

However, there are a number of 
mathematical problems where once 
you *' see ’’ the answer you can feel 
confident it is right. The authority 
for this lies in the subject and not 
in the teacher. The eventual need 
to move to time position and not 
depend on another person’s ■ autho- 
rity is ceun-al. At some stages 
puzzles cun play an important role 
since it is characteristic of many 
of them that you know when you 
have done them.

Ccrtuia advantages 

Given that sn many teucliCi's teach 
instrumental miithenutics, might 
this be because it docs have certain 
advantugvs ? I linve been able to 
think of three nd vantages (as dis- 
tinct from siiiiutionu! rcnsniis Fur 
teucbiiig this way, which will be dis- 
cussed inter). 

1. Witiiin its own context. Instru- 
mental mathematics Is usually easier 
to understand ; sometimes much 
easier. 

2. Sn the rewords are more imme- 
diate, and nior c apparent. It is nice 
to get a page of right answers, and 
we must nor under-rate the impor- 
tance uf the feeling nf success which 
pupils get from thi-c. 

. ■*. Just because less knnwledge Is 
involved, one can often get lhe right 
answer more quickly mid reliably by 
lust I'LiiiiLiitLil tli inking than rela- 
tional. This difference is so marked 
that even relational mathematicians 
often use instrumental thinking: 
with this important difference: that 
they can switch to relational think- 
ing when they want to. 

There are four advantages (at 
leash in relation n| mathematics. 

It is mote attainable to new tasks. 
Recently I was trying to help a bov 
who had learnt to multiply two deci- 
mal tractions together by dropping 
tlie dccimull point, multiplying as for 
wind® numbers, and rc-insemng the 
decimal point to give tiic same total 
number of digits after the decimal 
point as there were before. This is 
a bandy method if you know why 
it works, Through no fault of his 
own, this child did not; and not 
unreasonably, applied it also to 
division of decimals. By this method 
4.8 ~ 0.6 cam B to 0.08. 

I do not think lie wns being stu- 
pid: lie was simply extrapolating 


from, wlifit be nlrcudy knew. But 
t-elmiruml umlerstuiuiiilg, by kunjv- 
ing not only wliat meLhod worked 
but why, would hove enabled him 
to relate the method to the problem, 
and possibly to adapt rlie method to 
new problems. 

It is easier to remember. There 
is a coining piinulnx here, in that 
it is liarder to icurn. It is certainly 
easier for pupils to lenrn iliac “ area 

S f a triangle = ) base X height ” 
tail to learn why this is so. But 
they then have to leant separate 
rules for triangles, rectangles, paral- 
lelograms, trapeziums ; whereas rela- 
tional understanding consists partly 
in seeing all bf these in relation 
to the area of a rectangle. 

It is still desirable to know tlie 
separate rules; one duos not want 
to have io derive them afresh overy- 
tiine. lint knowing also how they 
are inrur-rclated enables one to 
remember them as parts of a con- 
nected whole, which is easier. There 
is more to learn — the connexions 
as well us the separate rules — but 
the result, once learnt, Is more last- 
ing. 

Uehitinnal knowledge ran 7ie 
effective as a goal in itself. The 
need for external rewurds nnd 
punishments is greatly reduced, 
tanking what is often called tlie 
motivational' 1 side uf a teacher’s 
job much easier. This is related to: 

. Relational schemas are organic 
in (jualiiir. they seem to act as an 
agent of their own growth. The con- 
nection is that if people get satis- 
faction from relational understand- 
ing, they may not only try to under- 
stand relationally new material 
which is put before them, but also 
actively seek out new material and 
explore new areas. 

■' If the. above .is anything like a 
fair presentation of the cases for 
tlie two sides, it would appear that 
while a case might exist for instru- 


mental uutliematics short-term and 
within a limited context, loiig-it-riu 
and in the cuutoxt of a child's whole 
education it docs nut. So why are 
so many children taught only instru- 
mental niariitnmiLics throughout 
their school cuvui-rs ? 

An individual teacher might make 
a reasoned choice to te.icli fur 
iiisiritinoiital understanding on one 
or more uf Lite following grtuuuls. 

That relational understanding 
would take too long to achieve, and 
to be able to use a particular tech- 
iiinue is all that those pupils ore 
likely to need. 

Tliat relational understanding of 
a particular topic is difficult, but 
the pupjls still need it for examina- 
tion reasons. 

That a skill is needed for use in 
another subject (c g, science) before 
it can be understood relationally 
with the knowledge presently avail- 
able to Lhe pupils. 

That he is a junior teacher in a 
school where all the other mathe- 
matics teaching Is instrumental. 

All of these imply, as does the 
phrase “ make a reasoned choice ”, 
that he is able to consider die alter- 
native goals of instrumental and 
relational understanding on their 
merits and in relation to a particu- 
lar situation. So no tiling ease but 
relational understanding can ever 
be adequate for <i teacher.

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Being good at maths 


What does it entail? Asks M. Ruth Eagle 


Amid qH the anxieties n limit low 
mu them utica l uiainmuni, n « 
wonh remembering that «nne 
ren actually do well in iheir .school 
maths. What can we observe about 
such children? Are, there some 
identifiable characteristics wmcn 
could provide useful insights mto 
the naturo of successful learning? 

Krutetskil, in Moscow, lias 
studied aspects of mathematical 
ability as it is revealed m the three 
I stages of solving a problem . 
eiuTicring the i n formal ion, process- 
ing the Informal ion, and learn mg, 
in rite sense of remember mg «nne- 
titing from the experience. me 
children tackled a range of prou- 
lents, from vnriauons on the text- 
book ivpe to puzzles, always in an 
informal setting, with prompts and 
help from the experimenter when 
needed. 

Hie capable children had no diffi- 
culty in extracting the matne- 
nmtocal essentials from the data ; 
that its. in gathering information 
before finding a solution. Ill prob- 
lems where too much or too little 
data was given, they recognized the 
surplus or the gaps, which scents to 
indicate that Lhey were not only 
analysing the parts, but perceiving 
the whole network of relanonships 
between them. 

With easy problems, the conse- 
quences then appeared almost of 
their own accord, an effect strikingly 
demonstrated in some ‘ problems 
with an unstated question , which 
they nevertheless solved ! 

There was a tendency to see a 
particular problem as an example ni 
a general type, and sometimes to 
solve it in general lerms. The cap- 
able children thus fell mto a nap 
when asked to wriie algebraically 
the general form of numbers wnt 
have a remainder of 7 when divided 
by 5. Seeing it as a multiple and

When children arc faced with 
novel problems which lax their 
powers, there is need for tlexiluhiy 
and a deliberate search for me 
mathematical skeleton wrapped up 
in the words of the problem.

J, i-;iniiug m.ithcniJlIcs is an exceed- 
ingly cum | >1 ex business. There arc 
probably .is ninny theories abnut it 
ns ilu-re ure psychologists, and this 
is .in effect of the complexity, and 
not u cause. 

• The complexity seems only to bo 
realized by someone involved in the 
difficult task of getting children Lo 
learn muthenmtics, and Bill Brookes,, 
writing in the June issue of Mathe- 
matics Teaching, contrasts tills with 
ilw simplicity wirh which the 1 learn- 
ing of mathematics is viewed by 
those outside, wlio " can believe it is 
very simple because they have only 
ex pent- need the ‘ obviousness ‘ of 
i he muihiiii.iiics they themselves 
have leu nil ”, 

Hut there ure oilier psycholugies, 
niilimting against the learning of 
imitlic-inuiics rather tiian supporting 
it, which ure nut connected in 
people’s minds with learning mathe- 
matics, or are not afforded the 
intention due to them, or do not 
yet exist. 

There arc psychologies nbuui 
adolescence. Indeed, far more has 
been studied and written abour 
adolesce nee than about learning 
mathematics. What seems to be 
missing is any study of the effect 
that the problems of adolescence 
hava on learning. 

It is « well-known secret, for 
instance, that many pupils become 
worse at arithmetic between the 
ages of II and 16, in spite of — or 
because of ? — much practice at 
arithmetical skills. It is over- 
simpllsdc to blame this oil the tea- 
chers, as 1 have heard a training 
officer from industry do voci- 
feiVnnh-. 


And those who claim that not 
c-uungli arithmetic is being taught 
should visit some secondary schools 
and see that certainly die average 
or be low-average pupil spends most 
of his mathematical time at it. In- 
deed, half rhe current textbooks 
aimed at ibis age and ability group 
provide little more than mechanical 
coinpiiuiioiiiYl practice. 

The other half, of course, sub- 
scribe to an alternative psychology, 
of motivation which says uiat adoles- 
cents will be interested in acquir- 
ing arithmetical skills if they are 
shown to be necessary in “real 
life”. This pliilosophy^-for .it is 
ni i lu- r tlmt than a psychology since 
I hi? evidence is somewhat lacking 
— ignores the fact that, by its very 
nuture, a tux i bonk cummt present 
” real life ” situations. It. also 
assn tins that wlmt is “rc-al life” 
fin’ an adult is the smite as the 
“ real lift- ” of mi adolescent. 

Yei, the paradox of school Is that 
it is liolh an all-consuming artifici- 
ality — In.cmi.se it is a manufactured 
environment concocted for the pur- 
puses of education, and a complete 
real world— because it is where the 
pupil lives a large part of his life 
and where he deals with most of 
the personal relationships that are 
liis niuiii concern. There may be 
some things from the adult world 
i hut arc relevant, but this is for 
more complex a matter than 
“ uriilimetic for work" or "arith- 
metic fur leisure ”, 

It you doubt tlmt a dichotomy 
exists tor the pupil, then remembeV 
how tlidt ill-snoken, badly dressed, 
insuient, rebellious, disruptive fifth 
-former turned up at school the fol- 
lowing speech day in her best 
clothes, well-spoken, polite, respect- 
ful and even charming 1 "I’ve re- 
formed ”, said one aucli girl to me, 
and that was her over-simplistic 
and egocentric view of her transi- 


tion from the world of adolescents 
to the world of adults, where a set 
of values had become acceptable. 

It Is llic adult world that, perhaps 
because of memories of its own 
adolescence, possesses such curious 
views about the learning of mat he- 
matics. A psychology is beginning 
to he duvtriiipL-d, by vnne nf my col- 
lcugin-s, .iIioiii private ruaciiun.s tu 
die subject. 

Perhaps diis should also be set 
iu the wider context indicated in the 
.last paragraph, but it is sufficient, 
to begin with, to try to explore such 
phenomena as why so many people 
hate mathematics, or fear it, or 
even fear people who do it; why so 
many otherwise intelligent people 
are unable to succeed at it; why it is 
socially acceptable to admit hatred 
iif it or inability to do It when it is 
infra dig, say, to admit being un- 
able tn read or write (but not, of 
course, being unable to spell). 

The combined effect of these pri- 
vate reactions is n public attitude 
which seems tn be saying, “ Wlmt 
was had enough for ‘ us is good 
enough for them." There is no psy- 
chology vet of public attitudes to- 
wards L'he learning of mathematics, 
in spite of die fact that the things 
that are currently being said abour 
standards by the press, politicians 
and employers were first said almost 
a century ago. 

Perhaps such a psychology might 
not only rc-veal the private fears of 
individuals, but also isolate true atti- 
tudes from those connected with 
pussiblo ulterior motives of increas- 
ing circulation, attracting votes dr 
even finding a scapegoat for poor 
productivity. 

Maths-teacher-bashiag is the latest 
political sport, and there is nothing 
like it for winning, die support of 
parents who are iilready worried 
about their children, not otaly ' be- 
cause of their own private tears, 
hut also because changes in method 


and cull tent since they were at 
school mean that they have lost 
uny secure Ijnks they might have 
had with their own children's edu- 
cation. ” Back tn basics” me un.s fur 
parents a ret urn to n security they 
Know, even if it is ft security in 
com inn n fear. 

The ” Intel, lo busies” slogan is a 
vole catching, pru'is-sensatiiniuj tion- 

s-mi'-e i hut cis-.ii itios mi miiviir ruined 
simplicity about one of the most 
co implex learning processes there is. 
The problem is now to answer this 
naivety, how to convince both ill- 
meaning and well-meaning laymen 
that there is no easy solution. 
"More maths teachers" is a slogan 
in reply, mid lias been for nearly 
20 years, with little effect' ; but 
that is only a prerequisite for be- 
ginning any sort of all-ctnbruring 
solution. 

For there is a dilemma facing any- 
one concerned with mathematical 
education. On lIic nne hand tve 
have to look ouLwnrds and somehow 
defend ourselves against attack. Hy- 
ing lu explain, to those who are 
concerned with the product rather 
than the process, that the complexi- 
ties arc not always within our coin- 
prehension, let hIoiic theirs. 

On die oilier hand, we must louk 
inwards, and admit that for entirely 
different reasons things are not as 
we would wish: the teaching of 
nuuliL-mutics is not iu a heaithv 
state ; the reforms of the past 20 
years have been misguided or mis- 
understood ; in spite of tlie lip ser- 
vice paid to understanding, child- 
ren do not understand ; and they 
are still learning to hate arid to fear 
mathematics. 

It Is not that things have become 
worse;, it is that the^. do not 
appear ' to have ' become better. 
Looking from the outside, what- 
ever improvements have been made 
— and I believe there have been 
many — the output still falls short of 


the increased and increasing 
dc-iuiiiuh of society for u more 
■ttutheiuntica! population. 

Looking from the inside, there 
ore also imprnvemeni.s tu be seen, 
but Lhey still fall short af the 
promises of the early 'sixties. 
Syllabus change was only one nf the 
refm uts proposed theii, but the 
psychology of cliimgu ensured iliui 
n was not only the easiest teform lu 
puL into action, but also was the 
easiest choice of pcapegoat by a 
dissatisfied public. 

. Yer, the other reform of the 
sixties was, in the words of Some 
Lessons in Mathematics . (CUP. 
1964), “a proper understanding of 
the. relevance of recent psycho- 
logical Investigations ”. It went on : 
“ It Is the responsibility of teachers 
to seek to understand this new 
knowledge and to use it as a basis 
for a technology of teaching 

The amount of knowledge avail- 
able about the psychology of learn- 
ing mathematics has increased 
enor mously since 1954, yet tlie com- 
plexity lias also increased ; it is it 
characteristic of greater knowledge 
thot greater ignorance is revealed. 

Sadly, the cver-cliangittg state of 
psychology hIso works against 
tcuchers accepting the responsi- 
bility tu use it; add to that the 
psychology of psychology, which is 
the practising teacher’s liealmy — or 
unhealthy — suspicion of theory; 
then add die pressures of qill tins 
other psychologies. Smell wonder 
that die work of tlie teacher of 
mathematics is difficult, complex 
and lonoly.

The size of earfi. animal i« Indi- 
cated on the identification sheets — 
an excellent point but why give net 
indication of size In the handbook 
since the same plates have been 
used ? Tho continual reminders 
about safety und conservation are 
an excellent feature. The biblio- 
graphy Is comprehensive, .though 
somo of the recommended books 
will tie too difficult for middle and 
lower secondary use. 

The instructions on tihe project 
cards are, in general, easily under- 
stood and straightforward though 
a larger typeface would ba easier 
to read and would make better use 
of the available space. Moreover, 
some are difficult to understand ; 
card 1.3, for example, refers to a 
non existent " test cord ” to ba used 
wilfli the pH paper. 

The instructions given on card 
2.1 dealing with the estimation of 
oxygen demand using meibyleno 
blue is downright confusing. TI\e 
precise biologist will be 'irritated by 
the lock of distinction between 
larva and nympJi in the identifica- 
tion sheets and the Inclusion of 
Crustacea and mites under the head- 
ing "insect-like animals”, 

Tlds kit will be useful — the hand- 
book particularUy — for those schools 
having ready and safe access to 
froshwator. For the rest, the vast 
majority we believe and especially 
thoso in urban areas, the kit would 
be an expansive luxuiv. Its use ex-

Tt is figures like this that many 
officials connected with migrant 
questions have been pointing out 
increasingly urgently in the govern- 
ment.

Mr Huisman was reacting before 
the contehts of the austerity pack- 
age were announced by the new 
govern meat last weekend. 

The principal reason for the 
apparent high-minded disinterested- 
ness nf tho federnulon is, quite 
simply, that it can afford to be dis- 
interested. Dutch teachers are 
among the highest paid mul most 
feather-bedded in Europe, 

Over the past J5 yc-urs they have 
climbed from way down tlio pay 
leaguo table to an enviable posi- 
tion well nbovo the average salary 
of about 30,000 guilders a year 
(over £7,000 at today’s exchange 
rates). 

Pre-school teachers etui earn up 
to 40,000 guilders, primary teachers 
up to 50,000 guilders and second- 
ary staff anything hot ween 55,000 
and 75,000 guilders. 

Although the teacher unions fol- 
low the powerful industrial unions 
in their wago claims rather than 
trying to make the pace themselves,

More years of service, further 
cushion the blow, so that most 
teachers of around 50 made redun- 
dant qualify for 80 per ccqt sailary 
for the rest of their “working 1 ’ 
life. Retirement at 65 Is normally 
on 70 per cent of final pay. 

Union officials themselves are 
not so complacent. To stave off 
joblessness thoy havo even .offered 
to negotiate lower starting salaries 
if that Will help free money for 
more jobs and a continuation or edu- 
cational reforms. It has been cal- 
culated diet a 1 per cent cut would 
release 200m guilders a year, which 
could mean moro than 4,000 pre- 
school posts.

Books still seen as best buy 
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by Frances Fairer 

It is pci Imps not humriring ilmi tIjo 
hiiliinco heiiu'Cii bonks mid media in 
Dutch classroom^ is firmly weigh toil 
towards books. Leaving aside the 
high final it v of Dutch priming, mid 
tile relative novelty nf auriio-visliui 
and other media, Holland's impend- 
ing economic difficulties are inevit- 
ably reducing the possibilities far 
innovation. 

Other suggested reasons for book 
supremacy are that books demand 
less preparation time and that they 
are more suitable for individual 
teaching than films or souiidstxips. 
In this context the word ‘‘Freedom 
is very niucli used • “ Dutch teachers 
don’t like in be , to Id ivlint to do, 
audio- visual materials are less adapt- 
able ". 

Nevertheless, there is an audio- 
visual industry in Holland, niade up 
mostly of small firms adapting im- 
ported software or distributing 
imported hardware, and the govern- 
ment funds the Netherlands Audio 
Visual Institute (NIAVM) which is 
concerned mainly with films. 

Among the areas that book pub- 
lishers are concentrating on Is pri- 
mary teaching, since primary and 
nursery schools are soon to merge, 
brining the four to 12 age group to- 
gether in a new basic school. 
Wolters-Noordhof or© researching an 
integrated primary maths scheme, 
Mttlmberg have a range of books and 
educational comics which are In- 
tended to be used at home as well as 
hi class. Their Pole Star senes dis- 
guises biology as stories, and pro- 
vides extra information for parents. 
Some books can be taken to nieces 
to be used .as pictures, puzzles or 
wallcharts— possibly a dangerous 
precedent. . . ' . , 

The standard of graphics and 
design is often impressive, though 
iinFamiKur to readers outside Hol- 
land.

From the third year till they 
transfer at 12 to secondary school 
an increasing number of lessons 
ore taught jii Dutch — which the 
children “pick im" anyway from 
television and radio and the whole 
environment — while a strong Fri- 
sian component is retained. 

Of the non-bilingual schools at 
least half teach Frisian as a subject 
and by 1980 all primary schools iu 
the province will be obliged by law 
to aive instruction in Frisian. 

The Hague is also now consider- 
ing a request from the provincial 
government for Frisian to be made 
compulsory at secondary level. The 


request is cxpccred in be approved. 
Already Frisian can be used iu 
.secondary exum papers, diough 
very few pupils do, in fact, take 
advantage of this. 

One drawback iu the spread of 
obligatory Frisian in the primary 
sector is that firiitn now on ail 
teachers warning in work in pries- 
land will have to puss u proficiency 
exam in the language.
